Now criticism directed solely at these two 
attorneys would be unjust.

The purpose of a criminal trial is gre- 
sumed to be the ascertainment of the fact 
of guilt or innocence under the law. Yet 
the very widest latitude is permitted in ar- 
gument, so that, after the most cautious and 
minute process of preventing prejudice in 
the selection of jurors and the most drastic 
process of presenting testimony in order to 
prevent irrelevant facts and considerations 
to enter the minds of the jury, all this elab- 
orately safeguarded structure is thrust into 
a whirling phantasmagoria of rbetorie, 
melodramatics, histrionic ‘appéals to pas- 
sion, prejudice, and overwrought sentiment. 
Counsel are permitted personal recrimina- 
tions,, innuendoes, and sneers which invoiye 
themselves, their characters, and their 
methods in the maln question of the de- 
fendant’s guilt, and out of this roaring storm 
the jury. is expected to stand firm, cool, un- 
biased, to hold with a steady hand the deli- 
cate scales of justice! All the disinterested 
assistance they ‘receive is in the form of 
certain so-called“ instructions,” which are 
statements in law English, involved and 
technical, of the legal: principles they must 
obey. These are contrived not by the court 
but by the.battling attorneys, chiefly the at- 
torney tor the defense, whose obzeet is not 
so. much to enlighten the jury as to trick the 
judge into a technical error from which, 
under our technical system, reversal may 
be hoped. 

It is high etidence of the innate good 
sense and right feeling of the average man 
serving on juriés that justice is served as 
well as it is. But a system so plainly de- 
fective is sure to produce much preventable 


‘evil, and ought to * amended in the light of 


reason, 

Among lawyers = judges who have con- 
sidered remedies for the defects of our legal 
procedure the strongly preponderant opin- 
ion favors strengtlening and enlarging the 
function. of the judge. At present thé foren- 
sic melee of the attorneys goes on unchecked

Heating with steam and hot water can 
be done without auy ventilation, aud the 
more yentilating done the more expensive 
heating es. In fact, speaking broad- 


ing is needed to heat the air for ventila- 
tion, the outside walls and the oo 
The occupants make more than e 

heat to heat themselves, the inside walls, 
floors, and ceilings. Therktore the tempta- 
tion always is to teduce the size and num- 
ber of windows, to cuf down the outside 
wall space and especially to limit the air 
taken in. 

Until better ventilation practices prevail 
these should be held as legitimate argu- 
ments against steam and hot water heat; 
ing. This is dotibly true sinee heating 
engineers and manufacturers of heating 
apparatus have so signally failed to do 
their duty toward the ventilating side— 
for in trade and professional parlance, 
“heating atid ventilating” are coupled. 


— 

Another disadvantage of heating by these 
methods is that the air is too dry. This 
can be remedied by allowing steam to es- 
cape from the radiators into the dry ar. 
It can be dceoniplished less well with 
steam or.with hot water by using, the ra- 
diators as evaporators. 

A great advantage of these methods is 
that they allow the heat to be radiated 
at those places in the rooms where it is 
needed, that is, near the windows and 
otherwise along the cold walls. 

Another point which, with a little 1 
ning, could always be taken advantage of 
is that the ventilation air could be intro- 
duced into the rum as moderately warmed 
air. This is espetially necessary if the 
room is to be eure te its full capacity.
